VI. ACTS OF VIOLENCE* TERRORISM, AND INTIMIDATION

ignited a cross in Cleveland Public Square. That same evening 
a cross was burned at the corner of West 25th and Detroit 
Avenue.

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During the evening of July 4, 1974, another cross 
was ignited at Edgewater Park, Cleveland, Ohio.

of the NKKKK's intention to demonstrate to the public that the 
NKKKK continues to be a political force in the Cleveland area.

During the past year, the NKKKK has become in- 
volved in the following activities, which have resulted in 
the wide-spread media coverage on both a local and national 
level:
